T H E ELECTIO N BIL L . 


A n A d d reas F rom th e R ep u b lica n Con­ 
g ressio n a l C o m m ittee. 
W a sh in g to n , July 9th.—Representative 
Belden, C hairm an of the Republican Con­ 
gressional Committee, has issned an ad­ 
dress to the Repnblican editors of the 
country on the subject of the national 
election law. 
"The 
Republican 
party,” he 
says, 
“pledged to the country in its platform that 
it would see the rightful execution of that 
provision of the Constitution which guar­ 
antees every lawful voter in Federal elec­ 
tions the right to deposit his ballot and 
have it coanted for the candidate of his 
choice. 
“No question of negro supremacy, no 
usurpation of Federal power is involved. 
The bill which recently passed the House 
deals only w ith national elections. The 
States are properly left to work out their 
own destinies through their own agencies. 
W hy, then, should the bill cot become a 
law ? The House, faithful ¡and active in 
the fnlfillm ent of party pledges, zealous in 
the performance of great public trust, aud 
undaunted by the diabolical threats and 
assaults of the Democratic party, promptly 
performed its duty by the passage of the 
bill. 
“ Now it only rem ains for the Republican 
m ajority in the Senate to em ulate the 
House, and perm it the President, by his 
signature, to ratify and register the will of 
the nation. 
W ill the Senate prom ptly per­ 
form this im perative obligation? 
“The committee is in possession of in­ 
formation showing a concentrated etfort 
on the part of tbe Democratic party to 
change public thought by poisoning the 
m inds of the people to the end that senti­ 
m ent m aybe mamifactered that would deter 
Congress from passing the national election 
law at this session. 
“ It is believed that a favorable expres­ 
sion of opinion at this juncture from the 
Republican press all along the line would 
be as forcible as timely, and wonld exert a 
wholesome influence and inspire the legis­ 
lators to the carrying out of the party’s 
pledge.

SUNDRY C IV IL B IL L . 


R eco m m en d a tio n s o f th e S en a te A p p ro­ 
p ria tio n C o m m ittee. 
W a sh in g t o n, Ju ly 9th.— The sundry 
civil bill, as reported to the Senate to-day 
by the Appropriations Committee, cariies 
an appropriation of $31 241 880, an increase 
of $3.181,060 over the original bill reported, 
$6.562,172 less than the estimates, and is 
$5.944,338 more than the bill of last year. 
The most im portant feature of the work of 
the Senate committee on this bill is the 
elim ination of the appropriation of $777,­ 
500 for the irrigation survey. This pro­ 
vision was vigorously attacked by a n u m ­ 
ber of W’estern Senators, and they suc­ 
ceeded in defeating it in committee. Their 
opposition was based largely upon the 
ground th at its effect would be to reserve 
from the public domain a vast am ount of 
public land which should be open to set­ 
tlem ent. Tbe appropriation for topograph­ 
ical surveys by the Geological Survey, how­ 
ever, is increased from $200,000 to $300.000. 
It is provided that half this sum shall be 
expended west of the one hundred and 
first meridian, and so m uch of the Act of 
October 2, 1888, as provides for the selec­ 
tion and location of reservoirs and canals 
upon public lands and reservations of irri­ 
gable land is repealed, provided the reser­ 
voirs and canal sites heretofore located or 
selected shall rem ain segregated anti re­ 
served from entry or settlem ent until other­ 
wise provided by law.

This relief is probably due to the purchas­ 
ers.” 
The President, however, objects to the 
provision “ that all lands, the payment lor 
which is extended, shall be subject to taxa­ 
tion by the State of Nebraska as if fully 
paid for and the patents issued.” 
The 
President is of the opinion the title of the 
United States and the interest of the Indi­ 
ans in lands should not be subjected to 
sale for the delinquency of purchasers in 
paying their tax assessments.

T hat 
article is Irom a very able representative of the 
gold interest, and it is a w arning to the Senator 
lrom N evada (Jones) th at he has abandoned 
the cause o f th e equalization of silver w ith 
gold. Under this conference report the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury can drive the country to 
part w ith every dollar of gold, and cau lock up 
in the vaults ot th e treasury every silver dol­ 
lar. T hat is the m ost daugerous power given 
the Secretary of the Treasury since the founda­ 
tion of the G overnm ent.” 
Platt—"Does th e Senator m ean to say that he 
would not give the Secretary of the Treasury 
discretion as to w hich coin he would pay in ?” 
Cockrell—“I certainly would give him th at 
discretion. I would say, ‘redeem able in coin.' ” 
P latt—“T h at is all th at there is to say.” 
Cockrell—“T hat is true; but there is w ithin a 
declaiation w hich is a fatal thing; and th a t is 
th a t the gold standard still exists, and m ust be 
m aintained.’’ 
T aking up the th ird section of the confer­ 
ence bill, Cockrell entered a most earnest and 
solemn proU st against it, as m eaniug a prac­ 
tical cessation of silver coinage after July, 1891. 
Jones (of Nevada)—"T hat is all we w ant." 
Cockrell—“ In other words, the Senator from 
N evada is willing to abandon the double stand­ 
ard, to m ake silver a m ere com m odity, to stop 
its coinage, and to tell t> e people of the country 
that he has done som ething for them in the 
restoration of a double standard. The confer­ 
ence 1 ill is a total abandonm ent of all preten­ 
sions to a double standard." 
M itchell, in the course of some questions in­ 
volving Cockrell's consistency, rem arked that 
w hile be was iu favor of a free and unlim ited 
coinage of silver, he would support the confer­ 
ence bill because it was all th at the triends of 
silver could get. 
Crockreli—"1 believe if the Senate will reject 
this report the House will, iu the end. agree to 
th e Senate bill. We have m ade no determ ined 
effort to support the Senate bill. We show no 
backbone. 
We show no disposition to stand by 
w hat we have solemnly done, and we give truth 
to the assertion of the m onom etallists ot the 
East th at the hill was only a project to furnish a 
m arket (or silver bullion.” 
Daniel addressed the Senate in opposition to 
the silver hill. The question, he said, was a 
great deal bigger than the President of the 
United States, w hether the President’s nam e 
was benjam in Harrison or Grover Cleveland. 
Daniel argued th at under the conference bill 
S70,0ix>,000 worth of 6ilver bullion would be 
piled up iu Ihe Treasury every year for all the 
years tn at tb e silver stream would be flowing, 
and not a dollar of it conld be coined to pay the 
bonds ol the obligations ot the United States, 
w hich were payable in coin. Such an enor­ 
m ous discrim ination against silver as th at never 
existed in legislation, except w henever com­ 
pletely dem onetized. 
He 
adm itted th at it 
would be better th at the conference bill should 
become a law than th at no bill ou the subject 
should become a law . But it was a m ere m ake­ 
shift. Sooner or later, Daniel said. Congress 
aud the Executive have got to come into col­ 
lision on th e silver question. Why not let the 
collision com e now ? If the friends of silver 
stood up to the fight they could win it, and if 
they ran away they would lose it. If they be­ 
lieved in the free («linage of silver, as he did, 
they should stand by the senate bill, aud let the 
Pie-ldent of the U nited States lake care of 
him self. 
Morgan took the floor, but saw he could not 
finish his rem arks to-day.

Our representatives, 
sent abroad for the puqiose of settling the Sa­ 
m oan m atter, had actually gone to the extent 
of over riding the w ill o f tlie peop'e oi Samoa 
aud set'lng u p a s kiugascapegoatw hohad been 
dethroned: and moreover, this Am erican Ad­ 
m inistration liad undertaken to pay part of the 
expenses of this kingdom. It was a disgrace to 
the American people and to the A dm inistra­ 
tion responsible for tbe negotiations. 
McCreary of K entucky, who was C hairm an 
ot the Committee ou Foreign Affairs last Con­ 
gress, said he believed we had done ihe best 
th a t could be done, and th at McMillin was put­ 
ting it too strongly. If he was not satisfied with 
the negotiations he could introduce a bill to 
carry out his views, or he could call for the cor­ 
respondence w ith th e foreign nations. There 
w as not a word about Samoa in the present bill.

On the evening of A pril 26th a man 
drove rapidly by Crites’ house and threw 
a dynam ite bomb on the front porch, which 
exploded, teariDg away part of the porch. 
Since the bam fire neither Crites nor his 
mother dared sleep at night or keep a light 
burning. 
As the result of detective work, to-dav 
Pete Bannon and John Kelly were arrested 
for arson, and in default of $5,000 bail are 
both in jail here awaiting exam ination. 
Fred Q uina, who until recently lived here, 
was arrested several days ago at Tulare, 
a ” d is now in jail at San Francisco for 
sending one ol 
the threatening letters 
through the mail. 


A N O R P B A N '8 F A T E . 


A T en -Y ear-O ld C hild B u rn ed to D ea th 
a t R ed la n d s. 
R iv e r s id e , July 9tb.—Yesterday after­ 
noon about 2 o’clock a ten-year-oid orphan 
Mexican girl named Lucinda Silva was 
burned to death at Redlands. The little 
girl, with a boy about eight years old, was 
playing on a wagon near a pile of hay, 
jum ping from the wagon onto the hay.

The jealousy and distrust 
wit*. 
which each country views the designs ot 
the other, together with other mailers, th ’ 
cbiet of which is the great disparity in the 
respective national debts and the local ad­ 
vantages of the Nicaraguau Canal, have 
combined to raise the bitterest opposition 
to a scheme which wonld link together in 
one nation ihe Central American Republics 
of Costa Rica, Honduras, Nicaragua, San 
Salvador aud Guatemala. 
Among tbe di- 
plomates here it is talked that instead of 
drawing to a peaceful, amicable settlement, 
the embroglio is daily becoming more com­ 
plicated. 
Tbe story of the death of President 
Menendez of San Salvador is given as fol­ 
lows: 
At the banquet table a sm all bottle 
of wine was set apart for the Preaident’s 
own use. In fact, the guests surrounding 
him had bottles of a similar character. 
During the progress of the banquet the 
President complained of not feeling well 
and asked to be excused. He retired to a 
room aud in a few moment was seized 
with convulsions, frothed at the m outh 
and turned livid. 
Medical aid was sum ­ 
moned, but without avail. 
W ithin three- 
quarters of an hour the lifeless body waa 
all that was left of the President [of San 
Salvador. General Ezeta was at once sum ­ 
moned. and collecting all his available 
forces, he marched to the W hite House 
and took possession of the Presidency, 
causing his soldiers and remaining guests 
to proclaim him Provisional President. 
The following morning General Ezeta 
summoned the same Ministers who were 
with President Meneudez, and requested 
them to remain in office subject to his or­ 
ders. This the Cabinet agreed to do, but 
w ithin twenty-four hours General Ezeta 
made him self master of the situation, dis­ 
banded the Cabinet, and selected new men 
known to be 
opposed 
to Guatemala's 
scheme to secure control of San Salvador, 
and who were more in accord with the will 
ot the people at large. 
As soon as Ezeta 
formed a new Cabinet he found the Guate­ 
mala faction in San Salvador m aturing 
plans for his overthrow. The ringleaders 
in the plot were sum m arily dealt with. No 
less than thirty were shot, and about forty 
exiled from the country. The garrisons at 
the seaports and on the frontiers are being 
reinforced, and San Salvador to-dav may 
be fairly said to m aintain an armed peace. 
The military, which had been considerably 
reduced during Menendez’ administration, 
is now being reinforced by all civilians 
liable to m ilitary duty. 
Nicaragua, learning of this, became con­ 
siderably alarmed. Ab she desired to avoid 
bloodshed she consulted with Costa Rica, 
and efforts are being made on the part of 
these two Republics to induceSan Salvador 
to promise not to lend her aid to any 
movem ent toward union that may be ac­ 
companied by force. 
The Nicaraguan canal is playing an im ­ 
portant part in the matter. The interests 
of both Costa Rica and Nicaragua are akin 
in this enterprise, even were it necessary 
to use desperate measures to avoid sub­ 
m itting in any way to Guatemala. 
Both 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica have the idea in 
view of entering in’o a confederation with 
the United Slates of Colombia. The prim e 
outlook of this hinted federation is protec­ 
tion to m utual interests on one side and 
the control of the only interoceanic com­ 
munication on the American Continent on 
tbe other. Should this federation take 
place the keynote to all Pan-American en­ 
terprises, it is said, will be held bv the three 
countries named.

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AH EMPHATIC VEHDICT. 


Sacramento yesterday proved to the 


whole country that she is in the procession 


of progress. 
By an overwhelming major­ 


ity her citizens declared by their ballots 


th at improvement of public highways 


ought to be pushed with vigor, and that a 


fair portion of the cost of street improve­ 


ment shall be borne by those who use the 


streets and benefit by them, though they 
do not own real estate in the city. 


The R ecord-U nion, which gave its in­ 


dorsement and earnest support to the 


proposition to create an indebtedness of 


$ 100,000 in order to stimulate street im­ 


provement, congratulates the people on 


the victory they yesterday achieved at the 


polls. 
It will have a far-reaching effect; 
it will testify to the people of the State 


th a t our citizens have faith in their citv, 


and all such manifestations inspire respect 
and confidence. 


The citizens who voted against the prop­ 


osition, and now find themselves in such a 


pitiful minority, certainly did not under­ 


stand the question at issue. 
It is to be re­ 


gretted, since a unanimous vote for im­ 


provement ought to have lieen had upon a 


projiosition so economic, so progressive, 


and that upon its face is sucli a beneficent 


scheme. 
They will presently see their 
error and regret it. 


In the meantime, the season lieing so far 
advanced, there should not he a moment 


of unnecessary delay in issuing the cer­ 


tificates and putting the official shoulder 


to the wheel of street improvement. The 


cost per front foot by public-spirited ac­ 


tion on the part of a few citizens has been 


reduced more than one-third from old-time 


figures. Of this minimized cost one-fourth 


will now be borne 
the general public. 


When that is done, and the streets paved, 


the cost of their annual remaking will be 


eliminated from city expenditure, and a 


great saving to the public purse result. 


Under such conditions we anticipate the 


expression of immediate desire to have a 


great many miles of street work done in 


the next five months. To that end official 


inteution should lie announced at once, 


and while the notices are being given, and 


the contracts let, the money ordered by the 


decision of yesterday can lie borrowed, so 


that long before there is a contract pay­ 


m ent to be made, the one-fourth to lie paid 


by the city will be ready. 
The two pro­ 


cesses can goon conteni|>oraneousiy. There 


should, therefore, be no delay, we repeat, 


but all possible haste, which need not be 


inconsistent with economy and good work. 


I China, so do Americans in China make 
' money and send it to the United States, 
and that neither do they assimilate with 
the Chinese. H e is in error when he as­ 
serts that the Chinese do not strike. They 
have very frequently struck, and always in 
large bodies, and at a time when their 
action would result in the greatest injury 
to employers. 
If by the threat to exclude Americans 
from China his Government expects to co­ 
erce the United States into throwing open 
its gates to the promiscuous influx of Chi­ 
nese laborers, the Minister has missed his 
mark. He will find that such procedure is 
the least likely of all others to succeed 
with the American people. The Ameri­ 
cans in China number but a few hundred, 
while the Chinese in the United States 
number about 200,000. We apprehend 
tbat if it must come to an issue of retalia­ 
tion the United States will recall the few 
Americans in China in preference to con­ 
senting to the pouring of countless hordes 
of Chinese into the United States. 
When the Chinese Minister speaks of 
the privileges of Americans in China and 
the imssibility of their being withdrawn if 
we do not bow to Chinese dictation from 
Pekin, he is disingenuous. The fact is 
that Americans in China are not accorded 
the privileges assured to Chinese in the 
United States. The American in the 
realm of the Emperor is confined to resi­ 
dence in a few port cities. 
He is not per­ 
mitted to travel 
at will through the 
country. 
He is forced to residence in a 
particular quarter, and he cannot acquire 
real property absolutely. He is under 
surveillance, and is liable at any moment 
to arrest if he passes beyond given and 
narrow bounds, 
if we should apply to 
the Chinese in the United States the rule 
applied to Americans in China the former 
would be limited to residence in a few 
large cities, and would not be permitted 
to scatter over the whole face of the 
country, nor to engage in whatever bus­ 
iness pleases them. 
When it comes to 
reciprocity as to the treatment and the 
privileges of citizens and subjects China 
will have many a long step to take be­ 
fore our people in China will be placed 
upon equality as to enjoyment of privil­ 
eges with the Chinese in America. 


THE THREAT OF THE CHINESE MIN­ 
ISTER. 


T he Chinese Minister at Washington is 
Te|»orted to have given utterance to ex­ 
pressions thal, to say the least, should only 
have been communicated through official 
channels and to our Government. 
He 
tells the reporters of the press that his 
Emperor has not signed the late treaty 
with the United States, and that he will 
not do so until the United States Govern­ 
m ent repeals the Chinese Exclusion A ct; 
th a t the Emperor has repeatedly so in­ 
formed Mr. Blaine; that if we refuse to 
adm it Chinese without restrictions of any 
kind, Americans in China will lie expelled, 
and no more will be permitted to enter the 
country. He adds that the Chinese laborer 
is what we need, for he works cheaply and 
does not strike, and that wherever Chinese 
cheap labor has been tried it has proved 
successful. 
It is possible that the Minister believes 
all he says, but if so he is sadly misin­ 
formed concerning the true reason for the 
exclusion of Chinese cheap labor from the 
United States. 
Its advantage to the capi­ 
talist has never been denied, but the ques­ 
tion with Americans has been, and is, one 
o f civilization. The Chinese do not as­ 
sim ilate with us; they remain a distinct­ 
ive class; they elbow out of the way the 
people upon whom we dejiend for home­ 
building; as they live on the minimum of 
supplies, the American, to compete with 


th e m , must descend to their level of sub­ 
sistence, and, if he does that, it utterly 
excludes all thought ol home, wife, chil­ 
dren, the comforts and the necessities of 
American home life and citizenship, and 
fciirs the way impassably for the working­ 
man to any hope of bettering his condi­ 
tion or of acquiring possessions such as 
the American with a family raising citi­ 
zens to the State should h av e. 
The Minister is very cunning, and in 
that respect well illustrates a distinctive 
trait of his race. 
H e says that the Chi­

PECULIAR CURRENCY. 


A NEW DECISION. 


Under a decis:on of Judge Shipman, of 
New York, literary piracy is compelled to 
call a halt. 
It is held that inasmuch as 
certain articles in a foreign encyclopedia 
where written by Americans arid copy­ 
righted here by them and then trans­ 
ferred to the foreign publication, American 
pirates cannot lawfully reproduce them. 
It follows that the foreign encyclopedia 
can no longer lie issued by literary pirates 
without leaving out the American copy­ 
righted papers. 
The decision accords 
with the principles of progressive copy­ 
right reform aud is abreast with fair play 
and common justice. The foreign authors 
can, under this decision, protect their 
property from piracy by including in their 
works matter of American authorship pro­ 
tected by copyright, which they have pur­ 
chased. 
The particular case upon which Judge 
Shipman passed is thus stated by the New 
\o rk Herald: 
“The Henry G. Allen 
Company, of New York, published a pi­ 
rated edition of the costly ‘Encyclopedia 
Britaunica,’ ninth edition, issued by Messrs- 
Adam and Charles Black, of Edinburgh, 
the reproductions being made by photo­ 
graphic process. 
John Wxnamaker, of 
Philadelphia, the Postmaster-General, and 
Messrs. Funk A Wagnalls of this city, of­ 
fered such a pirated edition for sale. 
Among the numerous contributors for 
whose work Messrs. Black paid were cer­ 
tain Americans, notably General Francis 
A. Walker, President of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, Boston, and the 
late Professor Alexander Johnston, of 
Princeton College, who secured American 
copyrights of the monographs which they 
prepared for the encyclopedia, assigning 
these copyrights to the Messrs. Black for 
that purpose, hut reserving the right to 
separate publication in this country. Their 
work is the basis of these suits. 
General 
W alker contributed the article entitled 
United States Part III.—Political Ge­ 
ography and Statistics.’ 
Professor John­ 
ston wrote ‘United States Part 1.—History 
and Constitution.’ The lines on the title 
page of each article of the Black edition, 
‘Copyright, 1888, by Francis A. Walker,’ 
‘Copyright, 1888, by Alexander Johnston,’ 
were omitted in the pirated edition.” 
The Messrs. Black brought two suits 
against the Allen Company, and Charles 
Scribner’s Sons brought another, based on 
the publication in the Allen edition of the 
encyclopedia of certain maps copyrighted 
by the Scribuers, who granted the Messrs. 
Black the right to use them. 
The Court 
in deciding the cases on demurrer said: 
Does the tact that the proprietor of a book, 
copyrighted in this country, has perm itted an 
alien publisher of an encyclopedia to publish 
his book as a part of such encyclopedia enable 
another person, w ithou authority, to publish 
in this country the copyrighted article as a part 
oi his reprint of such encyclopedia, the rem ain­ 
der 01 w hich is public! ju ris ? 
It will uot probably be seriously denied that 
a citizen c f tne United States, w ho is the owner 
of a copyright, can assign the whole ol such 
copyright to a foreigner. 
“ A non-resident for­ 
eigner is uot w ithin our copyright law, but he 
m ay take and hold by assignm ent a copyright 
granted to one of our own citizens.” 
“ it cannot be contended th at the defendant 
would have a right to reprint W alker’s or Jo h n ­ 
ston’s treatises in separate volum es w ithout the 
conseut of the respective proprietors. 
If the 
au thor has a valid copyright it is valid aga-nst 
any uupcrm ttted reprint of his’ book, and the 
fact tb at his book is bound up iu a volum e w ith 
fifty other books, each of which isopen to the 
public, is im m aterial.”

There was a time when neither coin nor 
even metals in the rough was in use among 
mankind as a circulating medium. Numis­ 
matics, as a rule, go no further back than 
800 or 900 years before the Christian era to 
the stamped pieces of metal circulated 
among barbarous people. 
The earliest substitute for coin current 
used by man is believed to have been the 
skins of animals. This medium of ex­ 
change was employed by the ancient Rus­ 
sians and also by the first settlers of this 
country. Certain tribes of the Alaskan 
Indians to-day use the pelts of bears and 
foxes for currency. 
Tbe pastoral age succeeded the hunting 
is, and men began to use animals them­ 
, _ ves instead of their skins for a circulat­ 
ing medium. 
The animals principally employed were 
sheep and oxen, their relative vaiue being 
determined by the ancient Romans at ten 
sheep for one ox, which standard is still 
recognized 
among the Mongol tribes. 
Traces of this custom are still visible in 
the Irish and Icelandic laws." 
Among the early Teutonic races fines 
were ofteu paid in cattle, and the Zulus 
and the Kaffirs in this year of grace make 
use of this old-time medium. 
A direct link between this practice and 
the use of metal coins for moneys is found 
in the currency of the early Romans, who 
used pieces of brass clipped oil' from a 
mass. 
Later, in the time of Servius Tullius, 
the brass was coined and marked with the 
figure of an ox. 
An interesting little bit 
of eymological lore is connected with this 
custom, for the Latin word for money, 
pecunia—whence our modern term pecu­ 
niary—was derived from ¡>ecus, cattle. 
Metal money was used, however, long 
before the time of the Romans. 
As far 
back as the days of Abraham the Egypt­ 
ians used gold and silver for currency.' It 
was counted by weight and not by face 
value. 
The Hebrews had “jewel money” in ad­ 
dition to shekels and talents and "drachms 
of gold and silver. On the Egyptian tombs 
gold is represented as being weighed in 
rings for commercial purposes; rather au 
improvement, it may be considered, on the 
earlier metal lump. 
Before the introduction of coined moneys 
into Greece, skewers or spikes of iron and 
copper constituted the currency, six mak­ 
ing a drachm or handful. 
This iron money continued in use among 
the -Spartans for many centuries, and I’lu- 
tarch tells us that to a great quantity and 
weight of this but a small value was as­ 
signed, so that to lay up ten miner (a little 
over £31) a whole room was required, and 
to remove it nothing less than a voke of 
oxen. 
In certain parts of Central Africa iron 
spikes are still used after the Spartan fash­ 
ion ; and, according to Adam Smith, it was 
not so long ago that nails were used as a 
subsidiary coin in Scotland. 
Hence, per­ 
haps, we obtain the term “ ten-penny nail” 
—i. e., ten for a penny. 
During the commercial supremacy of 
Carthage the common currency used by 
her merchants and tailors, both in their 
trade at home and with foreign nations, 
was pieces of leather stamped with the 
arms of the powerful republic. 
The currency of the Aztecs consisted of 
transparent quills of gold dust, of bits of 
tiu cut in the form of a T, and of bags of 
cocoa containing a specified number of 
grains. 
“ Blessed money,” exclaimed the old an­ 
nalist, Peter Martyr, “ which excepts its 
possessor from avarice, since it can not be 
long hoarded or hidden under the ground.” 
The earliest coinage in America was the 
famous “ hog money,” made in 1612, for 
the Virginian Company, at the Sommer 
Islands, now the Bermudas. The coin was 
of brass, with the legend “ SommerIsland,” 
and a “ hogge on one side, in memory of 
the abundance of hogges which were found 
on their first landing.” 
The currency of the early colonists was a 
very mixed one. At one time musket 
balls passed • for change at a farthing a 
piece, and were a legal tender for sums 
under a shilling. Tobacco and tobacco re­ 
ceipts were also legal tender, and corn, 
beans, codfish and |>eltries were likewise 
employed. 
\\ ampum, the shell-bead money of the 
Indians, was the currency most in use, 
however, being accepted by the colonists as 
a convenient token. 
There were two kinds of this shell mon­ 
ey—■“ wampumeag,” which was white, and 
made from the conch or periwinkle, and 
“ suckanhoek,” which was dark purple, and 
made from the hardshell clam. 
1 he purple was worth twice as much as 
the white. ’Ihe shell was broken in pieces, 
rubbed smooth on a stone till aliout the 
thickness of a pipe-stem, then pierced with 
a drill and strung into necklaces, bracelets 
and belts. 
The English, French and Dutch settlers 
all used wampum, the value being fixed in 
lt>40 at six beads lor a penny. The strings 
were called fathoms, and varied in value 
from five to ten shillings. 
Shell money has played quite an import­ 
ant part in the world’s commerce. 
The 
small, hard shell known as the “ cowry” is 
used to-day in India, the Indian islands 
and Africa in the place of subsidiary coin. 
In 1881 more than one thousand tons of 
these shells were brought from India to 
Liverpool in exchange for palm oil. Their 
vaiue in Bengal is 3,200 to the rupee, or 
about seventy to the cent. 
The list of what may be termed curious 
money is an extensive one. Salt is used 
in Abyssinia and whales’ teeth in the Fiji 
Islands. 
In some of the South Sea Islands red 
feathers form the currency 
Among the 
native Australians greenstone and red 
ocher are used. 
_ I emale slaves form the standard of value 
in the retired districts of New Guinea. 
In the rural parts of Norway corn is 
used tor coin. 
Pieces of silk pass as cur­ 
rency in China, and cakes of tea in Thibet. 
At the great fairs of Lower Novgorod, in 
Russia, tin is the accepted standard of 
value. 
In the British West Indies pins, a 
slice of bread, a pinch of snuff or a dram 
of whisky all have a purchasing power, 
while on the African coast axes are the 
currency most in vogue. 
The strangest coin of all, however, is the 
ideal money spoken of by Montesquieu as 
being found in certain parts of Africa. 
This singular currency is called “ ma 
eonte,” but is purely a sign of value without 
a unit. 


RAILROAD NEWS. 


S ou th ern P acific T erm in a l F a c ilitie s at 
P o rtla n d . 
[From the San Francisco Chronicle.] 
A piece of news which is important to 
commercial men is the announcement 
made by the Southern Pacific Company 
that freight trains are now running right 
into Portland instead of stopping at East 
Portland. The change is important, as 
hitherto freight had to be transshipped at 
East Portland or else—if carried over the 
bridge owned by the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company—a heavy loll had to 
paid. It has been the custom of the 
Sou’hern Pacific Company to move its 
smaller freight bv teams ‘or boats from 
East Portland, and as a minimum of un­ 
loading aud reloading on the shipment of 
freights is always aimed at. both ov ship­ 
pers and carriers, the chauge is a welcome 
one. 
When Colonel Crocker was in Portland 
recently in the interests of the Southern 
Pacific, he succeeded in forming with the 
Northern Pacific and the Unión Pacific a 
terminal company. One of the principal 
objects of this conipanv was to obtain for 
all three roads equal entry tight to that 
city. 
The practical operation of these 
rights is illustrated in the announcement 
just made by the freight managers at the 
Fourth and Townsend street offices. 
General Superintendent J. A. Fillmore 
returned from a tour of inspection of the 
Central Pacific tracks yesterday. 
He was 
accompanied by Messrs. Gray and Srnurr 
as 
co-inspectors. 
Since the disastrous 
storms of last winter repairs, additions and 
alterations have been in constant progress, 
especially along the higher portions of the 
road. This work is now completed and 
has cost tbe company a large sum. 
Many 
of the old snowsheds have been entirely 
removed and new ones have been erected 
in their place. 
At Blue Canyon, Alta and 
the Summit tbe shedding is now stronger 
and better than tTCr it was. and the Super­ 
intendent believes tbat such an exceptional 
storm as the one which crippled the road 
six months ago could now be successfully 
withstood.

asylum at Napa by Judge Wallace. Mrs. 
Piatt was arrested on a warrant issued on 
the application of her husband, Alfred G. 
Piatt, who claimed that his wife was not 
competent to take care oi her children or 
to manage her estate, which is valued at 
$100,000. 
At Chicago yesterday the Appellate Court 
affirmed the decree of Judge Jamieson 
graDting a div-.ree to Leslie Carter troni 
Caroline Louise Carter. The Carter divorce 
case has been ihe most celebrated litigation 
oi its kind ever tried iu Chicago.

GOOD STREETS. 


SACRAMENTO DECLARES IN FAVOR OF 
PROGRESS 


O verw helm ing M inority in Favor o f the 
P erm anent Im provem ent o f 
Our Streets. 


The people of Sacramento yesterday did 
a great work. They put the heel of con­ 
dem nation upon the charge that bad be­ 
come common that Sacramento is unpro­ 
gressive. 
A SIGNIFICANT VOTE. 
By a vote of 2,438 to 299 they declared 
th at it is wise and economic and public- 
spirited to invest $100,000 of public funds 
in street improvement, which m eans $300,­ 
000 more from property owners, or in all 
$400,000 is to be expended in 


PERMANENT STREET IMPROVEMENT. 
' 
It has been the custom for thirty-five 
years to annually dig up, scrape over and 
sm ooth the natural surface of the dirt 
streets. 
Each w inter this work has been 
undone, and each spring renewed. In that 
tim e Sacramento has spent for such work 
quite $430,000, and to-day there is not n 
thing to show lor it. The bitter experience 
of last w inter convinced the thoughtful 
that this 
SUMMER-FALLO WING 
T he soil of the streets was a sham e. W ith 
parts of M, L, N, O, J, K, I, and cross 
streets from Front to Eleventh paved, from 
L to I or J, and costing practicaily nothing 
for repairs, they asked themselves, "W hy 
should not all the streets be treated in like 
m anner ” 
Accordingly the City Trustees 
were asked to subm it to vote a proposition 
to borrow $100,000 to be expended in pay­ 
ing one fourth the cost of im proving aiiy 
street where the property owners consent 
to the street being paved. In the m eantim e 
agitation of the question of public spirited 
competition by an organization of citizens 
brought the cost of paving streets down 
very materially. 
W hen the rejolution was 
ad jpted to subm it the question 


OPPOSITION 
Developed from four quarters: from mud- 
scrapers, who have all these years enjoyed 
the profits of the job for rounding up the 
streets and sm ashing the winters' clods ; 
from a few contractors, who prefer the old 
order of things and high prices, others, 
however, c f broader views, worked for the 
proposition ; from some who had paid for 
intersection work and who insisted that 
the creation of indebtedness will not be 
compensated by any benefits to flow from 
perm anently paved streets; finally, from 
the class of men who look backward, are 
contented to go to mill with a stone in one 
end of the bsg and who do not care 
w hether a street is knee deep in m ud or as 
sm ooth as a billiard-ball, and fear a tax or 
an investm ent though it is shown that it 
will return a large profit. 


THE FRIENII3 OF THE PROPOSITION 
Argued that as “summer-fallowing" the 
streets, as a wit has termed it, averages a n ­ 
nually $21,000 of cost to the public purse, 
and as the interest upon the money pro­ 
posed to be borrowed, with reserve of one- 
tw entieth annually to pay the principal, is 
but little more than halt in the aggregate 
of jth e cost of scraping and m asting hard­ 
ened mud every spring, it is simple, plain, 
every-day 
nineteenth 
century common 
sense to borrow the money and adopt the 
perm anent im provem ent system. 
They 
argued also that paved streets render drain­ 
age easier, are more cheaply sprinkled and 
cleaned, invite 
the 
comm endation ol 
strangers, stim ulate private improvements, 
building, etc., and above all enable the peo­ 
ple of the county to get into the city and 
trade with onr merchants. All last winter, 
because we have 


NOT A SOLITARY PAVED STREET 
Extending to the city limits, farmers were 
alm ost as etfectually shut out Irom the 
t« v n as if the great 
wall 
of China 
encompassed the city. The friends of 
im provem ent 
also 
'pointed 
out 
that 
because of her mnddy streets Sacramento 
was gaining a bad name abroad; that she 
was dubbed "silnrian, unprogressive, moss- 
backed, lacking in faith in herself and 
content to roll in the wallow like a hog.” 
It is a fact that people have left the city 
and gone elsewhere to reside, sim ply be­ 
cause in winter and until late iu the spring 
they conld not reach their honses with 
teams, were surrounded by mud-puddles, 
and swamped in drainage held upon some 
streets between graded or partly graded 
streets running at right angles to the 
former. 
THE OPPONENTS 
Of the $100,000 plan were very num erous a 
week ago, but when it was shown in the 
R ecord-U nion that the new system and 
the proposed loan would work "an actual 
saving to tax-payers, opposition began to 
decline. The Im provem ent Association, 
w hich bad all along championed tbe new 
idea, issued an address reviewing the whole 
question, and thus secured m any converts. 
W hen tbe polls opened yesterday and 


THE RATTLE BEGAN, 
The opposition was vigorous and was led 
by a tew men who at least had the cour­ 
age to stand ont for their convictions, or in 
w hat they m istakenly considered self and 
public interest. They soon found, how­ 
ever, that their cause was hopeless. 
Even 
w ith the im mense leverage of- a two-thirds 
m ajority required for the affirmative they 
eariy saw that they could not win. 
When 
the contest was over their roster showed 
but 299 voters opposed to perm anent street 
im provem ents by the new plan, while 2,438 
voters had enrolled themselves under the 
banner of progress and economy. 


FELLY TWO THOUSAND 
O tuer voters who did not go to the polls 
were in favor of the indebtedness. This is 
know n to the canvassers who went about 
and interviewed them . 
But they felt cer­ 
tain that the proposition would “carry'’ 
and would not leave their business to vote. 
It was a mistake on their part, of course, 
but the names checked ofl on the register 
of those not voting, bat avowed friends of 
the affirmative, demonstrate that had a 
full vote been cast there would have been 
some 4.400 for the proposition and about 
500 opposed. 
PUBLIC SPIRIT. 
T he faith of the friends of the indebted­ 
ness was proved by their works. The Im ­ 
provem ent Association officials raised $300, 
w ith wnich they pnblished an address, 
established ticket tables, hired clerks and 
engaged 
a 
score 
of vehicles, bearing 
banners. 
to 
convey 
voters 
to 
the 
polls. 
W ithout discrim inating among the 
m any workers of the Association it is 
w orthy of mention that President I.uhrs 
and Comm itteeman M. J. Dillm an were 
especially active throughout the city gen­ 
erally, w hile at every polling place" there 
were m any workers for the affirmative. 
If 
a list of these public-spirited 
citizens 
could have been obtained with the assur­ 
ance of om itting none, it wonld be a 
pleasure to publisn it. 
It should be stated 
that all the officers of the Election Boards 
were volunteers and served without charge. 


REJOICING. 
W hen the result was known last even­ 
ing, President I.uhrs secured a section of 
Company B's battery and twenty-five guns 
were fired from the nver front in honor of 
the victory; later in the evening twenty- 
five guns were fired by tbe same section 
from Capitol Park, and flights of rockets 
were sent up aDd other fireworks were 
burned. 
All over the city the ]>ef>p'.e con 
gratulated each other, and on tne business 
streets m any a cheer was sent up, and 
scores of men clasped hands and uttered 
thanks, that by a public vote Sacramento 
had declared herself awake, earnest, and 
determ ined for progress.

The Board of Supervisors resumed its 
session yesterday, all the members being 
present. 
The Board first resolved itself into a 
Board of Equalization, b at adjourned im ­ 
mediately, as there was no business to 
transact. 
Sheriff George A. McMullen, represent­ 
ing tne Sacramento County Exhibit Com­ 
mittee, appeared before the Board and 
stated that it was tbe intention to go in at 
the coming State F air for the first county 
prize. 
The Grangers were enthusiastic 
over the m atter, and all that was lacking 
was the funds to work on. 
It would take 
$500 to m ake a creditable display. 
H e 
asked that the Supervisors contribute $300 
of this, while it was expected that the 
Trustees would 
advance the 
balance. 
Should tbe county exhibit win the $500 
prize, he said, the money would be re­ 
funded. 
Ex-Senator W illiam Johnson also spoke 
in behalf of the proposition, after w hich a 
vote was taken and the am ount allowed. 
Supervisor Greer offered a resolution to 
change tbe boundaries of Road District 
No. 2 so as to include all of American 
township and a portion of Center town­ 
ship. This, he said, was the desire of the 
people in that section, as it would afford 
them considerable advantage in voting at 
elections. 
On motion of Mr. Black the resolution 
was adopted. 
Road Overseer J. H. H am ilton of District 
H i, addressed the Board in behalf of some 
im provem ents which he declared were 
necessary for the Freeport 
road. 
H e 
wanted permission to expend $1,200 out of 
his district fund for this purpose. There 
were a couple of places on the road, he 
said, that needed grading and graveling. 
Supervisor Bates was in a “kickiDg” 
humor, and im mediately jum ped upon this 
proposition. H e said the Board would do 
better to fix up some “ mud-holes” near 
Hicksville and other places before it threw 
away all the money on the Freeport road. 
M r. Tebbets said he was in favor of fixing 
np all tbe roads this sum m er so that they 
could be kept in a passable condition next 
winter. “This Freeport road,” he said, 
was in a terrible condition last winter. 
I 
was down there and saw it. 
It was actu­ 
ally dangerous to travel over it. The peo­ 
ple down there would be grateful to us if 
we would put the road in condition. 
Mr. 
H am ilton is asking for little enough, and 
I’m in favor of granting his request.” 
Mr. Bates insisted that the "m ud-hole” 
at Hicksville should be repaired first. 
He 
declared that no money should go out u n ­ 
til this was done. 
Supervisors Greer and Tebbets spoke 
again in favor of granting the request, and 
Bates continued to fight it. 
Finally Mr. Greer lost his tem per, and 
turning upon the objecting Supervisor pro­ 
ceeded to give him a dressing down. 
“ He 
is constantly jum ping up and trying to dic­ 
tate to everybody," said Mr. Greer warmly. 
‘The people down in that section ought to 
know what they want better than he does, 
yet he would deny them of it. 
I’m getting 
tired of it. I live in that district myself, 
and know w hat is wanted. 
When he re­ 
commends im provem ents in his district, I 
don’t oppose them . Now let him m ind his 
own aifairs and I’ll mind mine. H e op­ 
poses every im provement offered here, and 
it’s time to put a stop to it.” 
Mr. Bates looked inquiringly at Mr. 
Greer for a moment, and coming to the 
conclusion that the Supervisor m eant what 
be said, jum ped up to reply. “Greer just 
wants to he funny,” he said with a sneer, 
'but I don’t care how tunny he gets. I’ll 
stick up for it that that mud-hole should 
be fixed first. People have been drowned 
there. I guess I know something about 
these roads myself.” 
A vote was then called for. Each of the 
Supervisors voted in the affirmative ex­ 
cept Bates. 
"T hat's all right,” said Mr. Bates when 
the vote was announced, "fire away the 
money. Run the county into debt. You 
won'i have a d 
d cent left pretty soon.” 
Mr. Greer, on behalf of the Committee 
on Roads, then made a report on the m at­ 
ter of the H icksville,“m ud-hole.” 
H e said 
the road was now in a passable condition, 
and the committee was only waiting lor 
the water to recede sufficiently before pro­ 
ceeding to build a bridge across the “ mud- 
hole." H e also reported that arrangements 
had been made for change of course of the 
Putney road, so as to get it out of the 
water. 
The report was accepted, and the com­ 
m ittee thanked for its labors. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
In the afternoon Mr. Tebbets stated that 
members of the Fourth of July Committee 
had spoken to him about appropriating 
$300 toward defraying the expenses of the 
recent celebration, and he moved that the 
am ount be allowed. 
Mr. Bates was still “ kicking.” 
H e de­ 
clared that nobody had spoken to him 
about it, and be was opposed to it. 
Mr. Greer explained that the Board was 
in duty bound to make the appropriation, 
but Mr. Bates would not be convinced. 
W hen a vote was taken all voted for it 
except Mr. Bates. Subsequently, however, 
he changed his vote. 
Mrs. Dr. Clayton then appeared before 
the Board and asked for assistance for the 
Sacramento Foundling Home. The insti­ 
tution, she said, was being supported by a 
few charitably-disposed persons, but the 
funds bad run out and assistance was 
needed for a few m onths. She expected 
that State aid would soon be extended to 
tbe institution, but money was needed to 
keep it up until that time. 
Mr. Bates was at it again. 
He wanted 
some guarantee that the institution would 
not he overrun with babips when it became 
known that county aid was being rendered. 
"W hy,” said he, “as soon as it becomes 
public that we are putting up for this m a­ 
chine there'll he a rush of babies. I’m 
willing enough that those you have on 
hand should he supported, but I don’t want 
to encourage any more of 'em .” 
Mrs. Clayton assured him that the insti­ 
tution was being properly handled. 
Supervisors Greer and Tebbets spoke in 
favor of giving the Home the required as­ 
sistance, and Mr. Tebbets moved that $15 a 
month be allowed—that am ount being all 
that was asked for. 
The motion 
was 
adopted, the understanding being that it 
was to continue in force for one year. 
After exam ining and passing upon a 
large batch of m onthly bills, tbe Board 
adjourned.
